FOR COMPLETE TABLE OF CON- 
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ANOTHER PHASE OF THE HAR- 
RISON ANTI-NARCOTIC BILL, 


Another of the many stages of re- 
vision and amendment of the Harrison 
bill, dealing generally with the regula- 
tion of interstate traffic in narcotic 
drugs, is the occasion of special Wash- 
ington correspondence published in our 
news colmns. In our previous consid- 
eration of this subject on April 6, con- 
fidence was expressed in the reason- 
ableness of a series of proposed amend- 
ments urged by the Drug Trade Con- 
ference, and allowing fair opportunity 
for the discussion and consideration of 
the new questions presented, it was 
hoped that no further serious delay 
would be experienced in enrolling this 
ecmpelling measure on our statute 
books. To many of our readers and 
friends who have kept in close touch 
with the devious ways the Harrison 
bill has pursued since its first presen- 
tation, the occasion for a number of 
the changes proposed in the latest 
phase of its treatment may seem some- 
what of a discouraging portent for 
reasonably early enactment, but a 
study of the recommendations is calcu- 
lated to leave a more hopeful impres- 
sion, suggesting certain modifications 
and amendments, incidental to bring- 
ing the bill to such a form as to prompt 
its readiest chances of enactment and 
io insure its worthiest recognition as a 
practical and effectual statute. 

One of the most assuring indications 
of the latest development of national 
anti-narcotic legislation is the closer 
bond between the government depart- 
ments and representatives particularly 
concerned in the administrative func- 
tions of the proposed law. The first 
recommendation is contained in a com- 
munication from the Treasury to the 
State Department, to the effect that 
the proposal to extend the bill to the 
insular possessions of the country ap- 
peared to be impracticable, since, as an 
internal revenue measure, its scope of 
operation would necessarily be limited 
within the system’s continental boun- 
daries, and capable systems of admin- 
istration and government prevailed in 
the Philippines, Porto Rico, the Canal 
Zone, and other of our possessions. 
The same communication 
provision of the bill which had been 
condemned by the Drug Trade Confer- 
ence, namely, the unnecessary and en- 
eumbering provision for the registra- 
tion of manufacturers of and dealers in 
hypodermic syringes. The recommen-

dation for the elimination of this pro- 
vision would seem to offer no further 
objection.

favors the enforcement of the act by 
July 1, 1914, since that day marks the 
beginning of the fiscal year. The Drug 
Trade Conference sought to have thé 
day fixed for October 1, since the time 


originally set, January 1, 1914, was 
naturally out of the question. 
A suggestion of vital significance 


upon which the Treasury Department 
and trade representatives are agreed 
is the substitution of the word 
for “pharmacist” in para- 
graph b of the exemption sections. The 
official recommendation gave no ex- 
planation on behalf of this proposed 
change, but the reasons advanced by 
the Drug Trade Conference are appar- 
ently sound, namely, first that the term 
“pharmacist” is not used in the bill in 
any other and having a 
technical meaning might be construed 
excluding the term “retail drug- 
gist,” thereby infringing upon a State’s 
police function and second as giving 
pharmacists distinct privileges upon 
which a question of unconstitutional 
discrimination might readily be raised. 
Various other amendments are em- 
bodied in the Treasury Department 
communication, but they need no par- 
ticular consideration in this connection, 
as they are chiefly of minor import, 
seeking to improve the bill in phrase- 
ology and other adjective details and 
harmonizing certain provisions in- 
cidental to proposed changes in sub- 
stantive features. They contribute, 
however, generally to the strength and 
purposeful functions of the bill and are 
in no wise designed to provoke serious 
comment or impeding consideration. 
Several of the more urgently recom- 
mended amendments of the Drug 
Trade Conference, not covered in the 
Treasury Department suggestions, will 
be taken up in the discussion on the 
bill in the Senate, but they have been 
thoroughly threshed out in previous ne- 
gotiations and are not believed to war- 
rant any serious misgivings as to their 
fundamental soundness and their adop- 
tion with reasonable dispatch. On the 
whole, the Harrison bill may now safe- 
ly be regarded at its most creditable 
stage, and standing at the head of the 
calendar of pending legislation, the 
first relief of the administration from 
the critical trend of the Mexican situa- 
tion and other pressing affairs of state 
may be the signal for pressing for final 
action a measure to fulfill our most 
sacred humanitarian pledge.

AMEND LAW TO PROTECT OUR 
FOREIGN COTTON OIL TRADE. 


Plans have been well advanced to 
bring to the full significance of the ap-

proaching convention of the Interstate 
Cottonseed Crushers’ Association at 
New Orleans the real status of the 
Austro-Hungarian discriminatory ac- 


tion against our cotton oil, and the at- 
tending interests will be impressed with 


the urgency of supplementary legis- 
lation by which the President may be 
vested with concrete workable retali- 
atory authority to accomplish a pur- 
pose, seemingly beyond the fulfillment 
of commercial and diplomatic negotia- 
tions under the present tariff law. 


Resolutions to this effect, recognizing 
the force of substantial power rather 
than a medium of more or less senti- 
mental scope for the desired relief, 
ought to be strongly adopted at the 
New Orleans convention, fortified by a 
well organized campaign to bring home 
to the Senators and Representatives of 
the thirteen Southern States concerned 
in the cottonseed industry the means by 
which our trade relations with Austria- 


Hungary have been throttled and the 


hopelessness of breaking down the bar- 
riers of discrimination against our 
product so long as the law remains 
shorn of specific and effectual pro-

The cotton oil industry, as a whole, 
appreciates to the full extent the earn- 
est efforts of the State Department to 
secure an equitable adjustment of the 
Austro-Hungarian cotton oil contro- 
versy through the usual diplomatic 
channels, for our officials have brought 
to bear apparently every means within 
the scope of their operations and if 
the still pending negotiations promise 
no worthier results than have attended 
the overtures between the interested 
governments during recent months, the

in revenue under the present law.

The only alternative then appears 
to lie in the plan to vest in the 
President some form of retaliatory 
rower for penalizing the discrimi- 
nating countries, and the authority 
whereby the foreign markets for 
our products were to be maintained 


or extended could only come through 
supplementary legislation. As the Re- 
porter has already indicated the most 
practical and capable form would seem 
to be the revival of the provision in- 
troduced in the tariff bill, as reported 
the Senate Finance Committee,

which was drawn after the keen- 
est analysis of the subject, with 
the intention of covering discrimina- 


tions of all kinds by foreign govern- 
ments and endowing the President 
with a medium of specific retaliation. 
Although affording a more reasonable 
authority to meet the unfair methods 
by which our wares and products were 
discredited in the foreign fields than 
the provision of similar character in 
the Payne-Aldrich act, the proposed 
amendment to the present measure 
was killed in the Senate-House confer- 
ence, leaving the law powerless in one 
of the most vital administrative func- 
tions, namely, regaining, maintaining 
and extending the foreign markets for 
American products. Representatives 
from the wheat States, however, were 
able to have adopted in the act a sep- 
arate provision whereby wheat and 
wheat products under general condi- 
tions to be admitted free, were to be 
assessed at fixed rates of duty when 
imported from countries imposing a 
duty on similar products imported from 
this country. Armed with this tangible 
enactment, we have been able to bring 
Argentina to quick terms by threaten- 
in to retaliate against the imposition 
of duties on our wheat products enter- 
ing that country. The only other direct 
safeguard against foreign customs dis- 
criminations in our present act is in the 
case of potatoes, under which condition 
they are taken from the free list and 
taxed at ten per cent. 

The manifest efficacy of the wheat 
and potato instances should appeal to 
the cotton oil interests as the most op- 
portune and formidable wedge to bring 
to their members of Congress the ur- 
gency of legislation which will afford 
an equal measure of relief against the 
unfair tratment of our cotton oi] by 
Austria-Hungary. It is no theory 
which now confronts the industry, but 
a condition which demands earnest and 
persistent action, and with the law 
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thus fortified we may reasonably feel 
that we have established a principle in 
our foreign trade relations to reflect to 
general credit and advantage. 





INCREASING EXPORTS OF OUR 
PETROLEUM PRODUCTS. 


The unsettlement of the crude pe- 
troleum situation during the last few 
weeks lends particular interest to the 
latest official record of the country’s 
exports of crude and refined prod- 
ucts for March and nine months of the 
current fiscal. year. The foreign fields 
constitute fully one-half of the domes- 
tic production outlet and their activi- 
ties necessarily have a_ substantial 
bearing in their relationship to our 
markets. The general export move- 
ment for the current nine months’ 
period, while slightly disparaged in 
some of the volume comparisons, ape 
pears to advantage in nearly all value 
returns. For the nine months ending 
March there were shipped 1,637,670,399 
gallons ($110,351,633), as against 1,427,- 
891,199 gallons ($96,879,401) for the same 
period last year. On this basis we 
find a gain of 14.70 per cent. in volume 
and 13.90 per cent, in value, comparing 
With 14 and 14.64 per cent., respective- 
ly, covering the eight months’ periods, 
while the increase over nine months of 
the last calendar year amounted to 
9.27 per cent. in volume and 17.03 per 
cent. in value. 

The steady expansion of foreign con- 
sumption of our illuminating oils is 
one of the soundest developments of 
the industry, since fully fifty per cent. 
of the general petroleum exports com- 
prises this variety of refined and it is 
rather in the exploitation of the fields 
abroad than in the growth of domes- 
tic consumption that the economic bal- 
ance can be most reasonably main- 
tained. During the nine months end- 
ing March of the current fiscal year 
illuminating oils exports reached 852,- 
519,085 gallons (354,932,850), as against 
776,427,128 gallons ($47,669,259) previous- 
ly, marking a growth of 9.94 per cent. 
in volume and 15.24 peer cent. in value. 
On the eight months’ comparison the 
gain was 10.06 and 14.70 per cent. re- 
spectively, while the records of nine 
months of the last two calendar years 
signified an increment of 3.90 per 
cent. in volume and 9.87 per cent. in 
value. 

Lubricating and heavy paraffin oils 
constitute the next impotant branch 
of the foreign movement and in this 
respect the latest returns appear to 
the only discreditable significance. 
General industrial and commercial 
conditions abroad may reasonably 
account for the setback in the prod- 
ucts entering so freely into manufac- 
turing requirements. For the current 
nine months’ period the exports were 
147,352,010 gallons ($20,836,128), as against 
163,994,352 gallons ($22,309,573) for the 
corresponding interval a year ago, 
representing a decline of 10.15 per 
cent. in volume and 6.60 in value. 
On the eight months’ comparison the 
loss was 7.90 and 4.16 per cent., respec- 
tively, while covering nine months of 
the last two calendar years a shrink- 
age of 442 per cent. in volume was 
more than counterbalanced by a value 
appreciation of 5.06 per cent. 

Of next consideration on the statis- 
tics of exports of naphthas, gasoline 
and the other more volatile derivatives. 
They amounted to 123,849,497 gallons 
($18,523,860) for the nine months ending 
March, while for the corresponding pe- 
riod of last year were noted 121,948,504 
gallons ($16,035,937). The volume gain 
is slight, as compared with the value 
increment, 1.56, as against 15.51 per 
eent., or below the record based on the 


eight months’ returns, an increase of 
respectively. 


2.29 and 18.55 per. cent., 
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Covering nine months of the last two 
calendar years there was shown a vol- 
ume loss of 1.82 per cent., while a value 
increment of 39.76 per cent. was scored. 


Residuum, gas oil, fuel oil and the 
heavier products continue to en- 
large the fields of foreign con- 


sumption at a rate to reflect to marked 
advantage upon the general industry. 
The current nine months’ movement 
totaled 400,094,107 gallons ($10,539,427), 
while the former record 241,909,- 
362 gallons ($6,042,091). On this basis is 
indicated a gain of 65.40 per cent. in 
volume and 74.43 cent. in value, 
comparing with and 67.60 per 
cent., respectively, on the eight 
months’ statistics; on the nine months’ 
calendar year comparison was shown 
an expansion of 54.46 per cent. in vol- 
ume and 59.08 per cent. in value. 

Of final interest are the figures cov- 
ering crude oil exports. A volume dis- 
paragement is still noted for the nine 
months of the current fiscal year by

The diminu- 
tion in crude oil exports during recent 
months is not calculated to reflect to 
particular discredit upon the general 
industry, as the decline is more than 
balanced by the broadening channels 
for the various refined products.

Petroleum Rates Unreasonable. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, May 1, 1914. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission, 
in a report and decision, holds that the 
proposed rate of 17 cents per 100 pounds 
for the transportation of petroleum road 
oil and petroleum tailings from Okmulgee, 
Okla., to St. Louis and East St. Louis, is 
unreasonable and unduly prejudicial to 
the extent that such rate exceeds 14% 
cents per 100 pounds 
This decision is made in a case brought 
by the American Refining Company 
against the Frisco and other roads of the 
Southwest involving the proposed _in- 
crease on petroleum products. 


After an examination into the condi- 
tions surrounding the shipments of pe- 
troleum products from Oklahoma points 


to St. Leuis and rate points the commis- 
sion sums up the subject and enters an 
order establishing a rate of 14% cents pei 
100 pounds on the products in question 
follows:—

Notwithstanding the fact 
maintain the same rate 
Vinita and Okmulgee to St. Louis 
St. Louis, in view of the material 
in the distance from the former points, it 
seems doubtful whether we ought to estab- 
lish the same rate on petroleum road oil and 
petroleum tailings from Okmulgee that we 
have already established from Vinita. The 
17-cent rate on refined oils yields 9.4 mills 
per ton mile from Vinita and 7.2 mills from 
Okmulgee. The 12%-cent rate on residuum 
from Vinita yields about 7 mills per ton mile. 
A like rate from Okmulgee would yield about 
5.3 mills, which would appear to be a rather 
low return in view of the transportation con- 
ditions in the territory in question. It prob- 
ably costs the carriers as much to transport 
the lower grades of oils as it does to transport 


the refined oils, but the value of the former 
is much less, and frequently they cannot 
move at as high a rate. 


Upon consideration of the facts and circum- 
stances of record we are of the opinion and 
find that the rate in issue is unreasonable and 
unduly prejudicial and that a rate not in 
excess of 14% cents would be reasonable for 
the future. An order will be entered accord- 
ingly.

Pure whole milk confectionery, 
ice cream and ices and butter may here- 
after be artificially colored, provided that 
only harmless coloring matter are used 
and no declaration of their presence will 
be necessary.

laration of coloring. In all other cases

cochineal, saffron, chlorophyll and in- 
nocuous vegetable color extractives, also 
the following coal tar dyes, which must 
be free from arsenic and heavy metals 
except iron, and must not be used in 
quantities exceeding two grains per 
pound; amaranth, ponceau, erythrosin, 
orange, napthol yellow, light green, in- 
digo carmine di-sulphonic acid. Copper 
salts may be used to color peas pro- 
vided that the amount of copper in the 
peas does not exceed 8 parts by weight 
per million in the drained peas; or 10 
parts per million in the imbedded liquid.

Cottonseed Oil Interests Involved in 
Mississippi Trust Charges. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Jackson, Miss., April 27, 1914. 
The injunction proceedings filed by -At- 
torney-General Ross Collins against the 
alleged cottonseed oil trust were not 
ealled up for hearing before Chancellor 
P. Z. Jones to-day. By agreement of 
counsel, the hearing has been continued 
unti] May 11. 


The proceedings are directed against 
ninety-seven companies, foreign and do- 
mestic, and seek to collect penalties at 
the rate of $5,000 per day, aggregating 
about $240,000,000. 

The local managers of both the Postal 


and Western Union Telegraph Companies 


were recently served with subpoenas 
duces tecum to come to Jackson to-day 
and bring with them all telegrams al- 
leged to have been exchanged between 
cottonseed oil companies relative to the 
merger. None of the managers or oper- 


ators have responded to these subpoenas 
The Postal Telegraph and Cable Company 
has filed a protest against being involved 


in the prosecution, and the legal right 
of tke Attorney-General to compel the 
production of telegrams in this manner 


will first be tested. 


Since this suit was filed by the Attor- 
ney-General the American Cotton Oil 
Company, the largest company in the al- 


leged combine, was reorganized into thre: 
allied companies. The business of refin- 
ing and selling cottonseed oil will be con- 
ducted by the American Cotton Oi Com- 
pany itself, the cotton ginning and cot- 
tonseed oil milling and fertilizing business 
will be conducted by the Union Seed and 
Fertilizer Company, a subsidiary, and the 
manufacture of lards, soaps and the like 


by the N. K. Fairbanks Company. De- 

nial is made that the reorganization was 

occasioned by this suit in Mississippi. 
In his suit the Attorney-General ot Mis- 


sissippi contends that “the cottonseed oil 
trust was organized sometime prior to the 
year 1913, previous to which there had 
been free and untrammeled competition.” 


That sometime prior to that date one 
of the defendants, the American Cotton 
Oil Company, with its head office at 27 


Beaver street, New York, had been gradu- 
ally increasing its number of plants, its 
capital stock, manufacturing establish- 
ments and refineries, by buying out com- 
petitors and extending its trade and 
tablishing branch offices and plants in all 


es- 


the cotton-growing States of the Union, 
and that the American Cotton Oil Com- 
pany, by numerous methods and ways, 


had absorbed, acquired and obtained con- 
trol and direction over the properties of 
all the companies, corporations and in- 
dividuals engaged in the manufacture and 


sale of the output and finished products 
of cottonseed, to the extent and degree 
that that company with its subsidiary 


corporations dominate the output of cot- 
tonseed products, and in co-operation with 
the other defendants in the case, who are 
all the other resident oil mills in the 
State, fertilizer factories and refineries, 
and such other foreign concerns of like 
nature as do business in the State, that 
the American Cotton Oil Company domi- 
nates, controls and arbitrarily regulates 
the price of cottonseed and its products 
throughout the State of Mississippi and 
the other cotton-growing States. 

It is charged that the American Cotton 
Oii Company has obtained control, direc- 
tion and management for the N. K. Fair- 
banks Company, Proctor & Gamble Com- 
pany, and the R. B. Brown Oil Company, 
of St. Louis, Mo., and all the largest re- 
fineries, manufactories of cottonseed prod- 
ucts in the United States. 

The Standard Oil Company made a 
defendant to the suit. and the bill charg 
that the American Cotton Oil Company 
itself is dominated, owned and controlled 
by the Stamdard Oil Company, and that 
the Standard Oil Company handles the 
products of the American Cotton Oil 
Company, and helps it maintain unlawful 
combination. 

The bill charges, too, that the American 
Cotton Oil Company has been incorporat- 
ed under different names in the different 
States of the Union, and that its name in 
Mississippi is the Mississippi Cotton Oil 
Company, and that the American Cotton 
Oil Company and its subsidiary companies 
ara operated and managed exclusively 
by R. F. Monroe, its president, located 
in New York city. 

The bill charges that this company and 
the other defendants in the suit through 
conspiracy and a pooling of interests, not 
only control the price of cottonseed but 
also control the price of all the products 
of cottonseed, to such an extent that the 
economic laws of supply and demand 
have little to do with the price of either 
cottonseed or its products. It is alleged 
that a uniform price of $20 per ton was 
placed by the “‘trust’’ on cottonseed in the 
fall of 1913, and at that time, had there 
been free competition, that the seed would 
have brought a considerably higher price.

The bill further charges:— 
That the defendants herein in such parts of 
the State of Mississippi where compctitors 


have had the hardihood to enter the field and 


compete with defendant in the purchase of 
cottonseed, and thereby necessitating the de- 
fendant and their agents to pay more than 


the fixed and arbitrary price of $20 per ton, in 
order to drive out and discourage said compet- 
itors, the said defendant companies, acting in 
union and conspiring among themselves, 
would run up the price of cottonseed for the 
purpose of driving out said competitors, and 
pro-rate the excess above $20 per ton among 
the defendants, thus forcing each mill in the 
State to bear its pro rata of the excess over 
the fixed price and participate in stifling com- 
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petition This being one of the many unfair 
methods and means pursued by defendants in 
the State of Mississippi to discourage, dis- 
— and drive out competition from the 
field. 

The _ bill alleges, 
that the oil mills, 


among other things, 
by and through owmer- 
ship, supervision and control of cotton 
gins in the State of Mississippi, have 
gained an opportunity to unduly control 
and monopolize the seed supply in the 
State by lowering the price of ginning 
cotton so as to obtain an advantage and 
control of the purchase of cottonseed 
ginned at the plant owned or controlled 
by the defendants. 

Associated with Attorney-General Col- 
lins in the prosecution of this suit is the 
firm of Butler, Easterling and Potter.

Frawley Heroin Act Killed by Veto. 


Instead of permitting the Frawley 
heroin-cocaine bill, known as State Sen- 
ite bill 15 1, to die through his failure to 
sign it within the prescribed period of 
thirty days after the adjournment of the 
recent session of the New York State 
Legislature, at which it was passed by 
both houses, Governor Glynn has included 
this measure in his omnibus veto list and 
by this act has effectually killed it. 

Governor Glynn’s veto was thus at- 
tached to the Frawley heroin-cocaine bill 


im response to a request from Senator 
James J. Frawley, the introducer of the 
measure, who in turn was persuaded to 
take this action by Justice Edward 
Swann, of the Court of General Sessions, 
and Justice Cornelius F. Collins, of the 
Court of Special Sessions, who convinced 
him and other backers of this bill that 
its provisions regulating the sale of 
heroin were likely to conflict with the 


heroin provisions of the Boylan law, and 
who aiso pointed out several defects in 
its construction which might have made 
interpretation of its provisions difficult 
and possibly have prevented its enforce- 
ment if it had become a law.

Baltimore Fertilizer Plant Destroyed 
by Fire, 


Ss ial to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Baltimore, April 30, 1914. 
The fertilizer trade of Baltimore sus- 
tained a great loss by fire on the evening 
of April 26, when the big factories of the 
Atlantic Fertilizer Company, amd _ the 


('nited States Guano Company, at Curtis 


Bay, just outside the city, were destroyed. 
The blaze was one of the most spec- 
tacular seen on the Baltimore waterfront 
for years, the flames shooting up for 
hours, and the glare being visible for 
twenty-five miles. By the most deter- 


mined efforts the great million-dollar coal 
pier of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, 
some fifty yards to the north of the fer- 





tilizer factories, was saved. The fire 
started at 8 p. m. in a railroad car on 
a track between the two factories, pre- 
sumably frem spontaneous combustion, 
and was not gotten under control for 
hours. Forty men from the United States 


Revenue Cutters Itasca and Apache volun- 


teered for salvage work and assisted the 
Anne Arundel county department in a 
most effective way. The fireboat Cataract 
was sent down from the city and also did 
much to prevent the destruction of other 
property When the plant of the 
Fr. G. Royster Guano Company burned 


several months ago a request for the fire 
boat was made, but not complied with for 
the reason, it was explained by the muni- 
cipal autherities, that one of the two 
boats owned by the Fire Department was 
undergoing repairs, so that help could not 


be extended without leaving the city 
water front unprotected for a number of 
hours. This plea provoked some contro- 


versy between the city officials and Frank 
Bb. Dancy, the head of the Baltimore office 
of the company. With two boats in actual 
service at the present time, there was 
no hesitancy on the part of the city de- 
partment about giving aid 

There were scores of explosions during 


the fire of nitrate gases, and tanks con- 
taining some 50,000 gallons of sulphuric 
acid were exposed to the heat, but the 


thick steel sides of the tanks and the open 
tops prevented explosions of these tanks. 
As it was, however, a number of the fire 
fighters sustained burns and other in- 
juries. The loss is estimated at not less 
tham $400,000, about equally divided be- 
tween the two plants. L. A. Carton, man- 
ager of the Atlantic Company's plant 
here, placed the loss at $200,000, half of 
it on the factory and half on the stock, 
fully covered by insurance. He stated 
that the building destroyed housed the 
acidulating and mixing departments, and 
was 10 by 400 feet. Arrangements for 
rebuilding were made without delay, the 
Chicago architect of the company being 
in Baltimore last Wednesday to discuss 
plans. It is thought the structure, a mill 
work building of about the same dimen- 
sions, will be completed in perhaps five 
months, which includes instalation of 
equipment. Meanwhile the plants at Har- 
rison, N. Y.; Cleveland, O.; Wilmington, 
N. C., and Spartansburg, S. C., will be 
drawn on to take care of the wants of the 
company's customers in this territory. 

The United States Company will also 
rebuild without delay, meanwhile draw- 
ing upon other faetories, and thus obviat- 
ing any shortage in product. 

The Atlantic Company’s plant was 
erected in 198 by the Armstrong & Whit- 
ing Company at a cost of several hundred 
thousand dollars. In 1911 Swift & Co. 
purchased the establishment, employing 
several hundred men. The United States 
Company was absorbed by the Sulzberger 
& Sons Company in 1910. Both plants 
were enlarged, and the imcrease in the 
output of this section for a time caused 
considerable congestion in the market, 
with the result that for the next two or 
three years the range of prices was de- 
cidedly depressed. Since then, however, 
the normal growth in the business has 
begun to take care of the increased out- 
put.

Several cars of Canadian seed came in 
on the market during the week and were 
applied on sales made on the to arrive 
basis some time ago. 

There is no inclination among_ local 
crushers to add to their supplies of raw 
material. The oil situation is not very en- 
couraging, and until it improves they are 
content to fall back on their present sup- 
ply or wait for a more favorable buying 
level or adverse news from foreign crop 
centers. 

Mixers and cleaners are picking up the 
poor seed right along and can do it on a 
protitable basis by hedging in the corerres 
ol 


futures. Crushers cannot see proper 
value in the stuff the mixers and cleaners 
are willing to take, and as far as the 
crushers are concerned they are very 
ready to let them have it. 

There were no trades in elevator seed 
during the week past. Some good seed 
was offered out of store, but it was held

The market showed no improvement 
over last week. Most of the big buyers 
were content to take stuff on maturing 
contracts and were fairly prompt with 
their shipping directions, but as far as 
making new deals was concerned few of 
them evinced any interest whatever. 
Estimates as to needs have not been in- 
creased appreciably, and with general 
commercial conditions as they are the 





buyers are floating along with the market, 
preferring to pay the current level rather 
than buy on a speculative basis. In fact, 
there is an entire lack of speculative buy- 
ing this year. The late decline in the 
seed market quelled what little idea there 
was of a favorable buying level, and buy- 
ers in general seem more imbued with 
the idea of lower than higher prices. 

The jobbing demand for oil this week 
was only fair. Shipping directions on old 
contracts were prompt, but fresh con- 
tracts of size were not obtainable. 
Weather conditions in the Northwest were 
very poor for furbishing up in the coun- 
try, and retail dealers had no reason to 
increase their stocks on hand. 

Supplies locally are smaller again, but 
there is plenty of oil on hand to meet 
any sudden demand. The output of the 
crushers was considerably smaller than 
the amount that was shipped out. One 
company is depending entirely on its ac- 
cumulated supply, and is not pressing 
seed at present. 

Quotations range from 48 to 50c. Round 
lots are obtainable at the low quotations, 
and for small lots prices vary more de- 
cidedly.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Chicago, Ill., April 30, 1914. 
There was little of general interest in 
the news received here concerning the 
conditions surrounding flaxseed in the 
larger markets of the Northwest, the ad- 
vices received consisting mainly of price 
changes recorded in that section of the 
country. These generally favored the 
bear side of the market and caused many 
who had been inclined to view the situ- 
ation through optimistic glasses to change 


their views on the situation. According 
to the more reliable sources of informa- 
tion, the business passing im flaxseed in 
the principal markets of the Northwest 
was of small volume and mainly done be- 
tween interests located in that section. 


Little attention was paid the market by 


either Chicago crushers or other who 
secure their supplies in the Northwest 
The few crushers who are located at 
Chicago have been absorbing only very 
small amounts‘*of flaxseed of late. In 
fact, their takings during the past several 
weeks have been practically nil. One of 
the principal drawbacks, according to 


local crushers, is the decidedly slow man- 
ner in which linseed oil is being taken at 
Chicago. These people are unable to in- 
terest linseed oil users save in a small 
way, and they are unwilling to put addi- 


tional amounts of flaxseed through their 
crushing machines until they are assured 
of a better outlet for their production. 
The inactivity of Chicago crushers in the 





larger markets of the Northwest is best 
lescribed by mention of the fact that dur- 
ing the week the total receipts of flaxseed 
at this point were cnly 4,000 bushels. 
While this amount is decidedly small, it 
is an improvement over late like periods, 
no seed having arrived here for use of 
local crushers in several weeks. During 
a corresponding time last year there were 
17.0” bushels of flax received in this mar- 
ket. No shipments were made during the 
week, compared with shipments of 
M4) bushels the preceding week, and none 
for a like time last year. The larger 
handlers of seed failed to make any offer- 
ings of flax during the week, but neither 
were there any requests from local or 
nearby users of flax in this market. The 
refusal of Chicago crushers to enter the 
market here with requests for flaxseed 
caused the handlers of seed to give 
little of their attention to attracting ship- 


has 


ments to this market. There was an en- 
largement of stocks held at both Minne- 
apolis and Duluth during the week, 


which proved a further strengthening fac- 
tor to the bears in the efforts to hammer 
prices to lower levels. Unfavorable 
weather for the movement of flax in the 
\rgentine Republic failed to help the 
holders in this country. There was less 









activity seen in the market for futures 
at Buenos Aires, and prices there eased 
off during the period, showing a fair de- 
cline for the week. The export move- 
ment from the Argentine Republic was 
the lightest last week than it has been 
for some time past, but this was due 
largely to the unfavorable weather, al- 


though importing countries were reported 
2s in the market at Buenos Aires on a 
smaller scale. The larger men in flaxseed 
in that market are reported as showing 
some hesitancy as to trading in futures.

There were some buyers here 
who advanced the idea that they would 
be enabled to secure all the oil they de- 
sired were they to come forward with 
bids close to asking prices, and this feel- 
ing might not be without grounds, as 


handlers generally are anxious to dispose 
£ their supplies and would not allow a 
small concession on their part to prevent 
the consummation of a fair amount of 
busines More interest was shown in 
futures than of late, because of the near- 
ness of the season when buyers will have

Prices for pig lead were advanced early

and foreign grades. Dry colors vary 
in activity, but in general are reported 
to be quiet. Blacks are moving freely 
outsde the paint trade. Lithopone va- 
ries according to quality, but the offer- 
ings of approved merit are in good de- 
mand. Metallic paints are quiet with 
request for comparatively small lots. 
Varnish gums are in good demand and 
arrivals from primary points are going 
steadily into consumption. Foreign 
grades of glue are making big inroads 
into the domestic trade and large 
amounts are reaching this market. 
Linseed oil is slow and prices have been 
unsettled during the week with some 
sellers reported to be willing to cut 
prices.

OTHER PAINT MATERIALS, 


BARYTES.—Arrivals of 260 barrels 
and 1,200 sacks of barytes from the 
South were noted at the local market 
during the week. There is a good call 
for this material, both for domestic 
and foreign grades Prices vary ac- 
cording to quality and package and are 
quoted at:—$19@24 per ton for foreign, 
according to grade, $19@20 per ton for 
domestic Western, $17@20 per ton for 
domestic Southern, and $13@15 per ton 
for off-grades. 

CHALK.—Interest in chalk is con- 
fined chiefly to French offerings and 
English chalk is reported to be very 
quiet. Large consumers have ac- 
counted for recent arrivals and stocks 
in the hands of sellers are reported 
to be small. Prices for chalk are on a 
low basis, with French offered at $3.25 
per ton New York. 

LITHOPONE.—Foreign grades. of 
lithopone are in good demand and ar- 
rivals at the local port are reported 
with regularity, Most of these arrivals 
are sold ahead. Domestic offerings are 
in fair demand, though some sellers re- 
port the market quiet. Material of 
proved working quality finds a ready 
outlet in the consuming trades. Prices 
are 3% to 4%c. per pound. 

METALLIC PAINTS.—Bids opened 
by the Navy Department On April 28 
called for 5,000 pounds of metallic 
brown, delivery at Brooklyn. The low 


bid was on a basis of 3.22c. 
Demand for metallics is chiefly for 
small lots. Prices are said to be 
steady at $18 to $20 per ton for browns 
and $14 to $18 per ton for reds, 

TALC.—A routine market is reported 
for tale with consuming demand for 
all grades. The best grades of Italian 
tale are in steady call from the makers 
of talcum powder. The paint trade is 
taking normal amounts of tale and 
prices are unchanged, varying accord- 
ing to quality. Quotations are $10@20 
per ton for domestic, $13@20 per ton for 
French, and $18@30 per ton for Italian. 

WHITING.—On a lot of 12,000 pounds 
of Spanish whiting for the Navy De- 
partment for delivery at Brooklyn the 
low bid was on a basis of 80.89c. per 
100 pounds. Manufacturers of whiting 
are shipping out seasonable amounts 
to the various consuming trades and 
the market is steady at 45@50c. per 100 
pounds for commercial, 55@65c. per 100 
pounds for gilders’, 70@75c. per 100 
pounds for paris white, 75c.@$1 per 100 
pounds for English cliffstone. 


GLUES. 

Inquiry was reported this week for 
imported grades of glue and total con- 
sumption of foreign glues is larger 
than ever before.

Washington, May 1, 1914. 
Oklahoma was the only one of the Cen- 
tral States which showed a larger output 
of both lead and zinc in 1913 than in 1912 


The value of the silver, lead and zinc pro- 
duced at mines in Oklahoma for the yea 
1913, according to J. P. Dunlop, of the 
United States Geological Survey, was 
$1,855,217, compared with $1,101,042 in 1912 
The increased yield of lead and zine in 
1913 was due entirely to operations im the 
Miami field. Drilling operations were con- 
ducted over a wide area and resulted in 
finding sume extensive bodies of mineral- 
ized ground, the sinking of new shafts 
and the erection of concentrating plants.

LINSEED OIL. 


The market for linseed oil has been 
unsettled during the week and prices 
have differed according to _ seller. 
There were reports of second-hand oil 
selling at 49c. and some first-hand sell- 
ers have done business on a basis of 
49l4c. At the close of the week, how- 
ever, oil had gained strength and 
crushers were reported to be firm at 
50c. for spot and nearby. Buyers were 
said to be showing no interest in fu- 
tures and quotations for May-August 
are largely nominal, as crushers are 
not willing to met buyers’ views while 
the new crop prospects are so uncer- 
tain. Demand for oil through the 
week was quiet and new business has 
failed to develop according to the nor- 
mal standards for this time of year. 
Shipments on old contracts have im- 
proved with the coming of better 
weather, and many sellers say the 
painting season is merely late and will 
become active as soon as outdoor con- 
ditions permit. Crushers are carrying 
fairly heavy stocks of oil, but the out- 
put of many crushing mills has been 
curtailed and stocks have not accu- 
mulated to such an extent as to bring 
selling pressure to bear, especially as 
a good part of the oil in sellers’ hands 
is said to be owned by consumers who 
are slow to give shipping directions. 
Stocks of oil are also large in Euro- 
pean markets, but this has brought 
about scarcely any weaknes in values, 
and these stocks apparently are in 
firm hands, and as long as linseed oil 
remains below the prices asked for 
other vegetable oils in European mar- 
kets the market is likely to receive the 
support of large consumers. 

Seed markets have been somewhat 
irregular during the week, but the 
leading primary markets show a net 
gain in price. Earlier in the week 
Buenos Aires was depressed by lower 
bids from foreign buyers, but these 
losses were recovered. Shipments from 
the Argentine were small, and prove 
that reports forecasting this were 
founded on reliable information. Total 
shipments were 241,000 bushels. Ship- 
ments from India were 323,000 bushels, 
and if the latter country continues to 
ship freely the falling off from the 
Argentine will not be so important, 
considering the large stocks of seed 
and oil which are now held in Euro- 
pean markets. Receipts at domestic 
markets have been small, and as there 
has been a fair consuming demand 
prices have responded by maintaining 
a firm basis. Some seed has been 
shipped from Canada to the United 
States, but it will take a considerable 
increase in demand to take all the 
seed which will be available from that 
country, and present indications are 
that there will be a large carry over 
of Canadian seed into the new crop 
year. Demand for seed in this coun- 


try is restricted because of the poor 





call for oil, and unless there is a bet- 
ter outlet for the latter there is no 
reason to look for an increase in de- 
mand for seed. New crop reports are 
coming to hand, but they are hardly 
of a reliable nature, as planting will 
not be finished until well along in 
June, and it is impossible to get an 
accurate idea of the extent of the acre- 
age so far in advance. The reports up 
to date are favorable for an increased 
acreage here and in Canada. The 
progress of planting will be followed 
closely by the trade because this ap- 
pears to be the most important factor 
on future prices. Reports on the West- 
ern, Canadian and Buenos Aires mar- 
kets from our own correspondents will 
be found on page 12,

At intervals 
the continued heavy selling of May 
placed the market in an apparently 
precarious position and experienced 
traders say it was the extensive short 
interest that prevented a wide open 
break. While many of the long in- 
vestors have met with disaster in May, 
they have shown a willingness to ac- 
cept a bull position in July and there 
has been persistent buying of that 
month at handsome premiums. The 
lateness of the season and the unfa- 
vorable prospects of a heavy consum- 
ing demand due to the action of the 
lard market and the depressed indus- 
trial conditions prevailing in several 
sections of the country have con- 
vinced several prominent authorities 
that any bullish demonstration will 
be of temporary existence. There is 
talk of a carryover of some 300,000 
barrels on August 31, but, of course, it

this time. The cotton acreage and 
the stand promise to have an important 
bearing, but it is believed there is no 
shortage of refined oil and that prices 
will have to be adjusted to a basis 
that will attract consumers in order to 
distribute remaining stocks. The July 


option, with its reported long interest, 
seems likely to prove a disturbing fac- 
tor and unless some change in the at- 


titude of buyers takes place shorily, it 
is asserted there will be a period of 
liquidation in that month which will 
force values lower. Scarcely any busi- 
ness of importance can be noted in 
the export line. Prices are and have 
been above the figures foreign con- 
sumers feel justified in paying and 


little doubt that the 
export showing this season will fall 
materially below that of recent years. 
It surely speaks well for the merit of 
the product when considered that do- 
mestic consumption has greatly in- 
creased in the edible lines. According 
to the opinions of well-posted traders, 
the home consumption will be sufficient 
to take care of the production before 
many years, without aid from foreign 
sources. Exports from this port for 
the week were 3,671 barrels, from other 
ports, 1,943 barrels, making a total of 
5,614 barrels, compared with 6,705 bar- 
rels for the previous week. 

Crude oil has remained dormant dur- 
ing most of the week. Occasional 
sales have been reported in the South- 
east at 47%c. and 48c. for immediate 
shipment. There is little crude oil left 
to be sold and this is generally held for 
higher prices.

Heavy liquidation in May lard at 


Chicago had a depressing effect on the 
general market, and prices declined all 
around. Increased consuming demand 
was reported at the lower figures, but 
enormous offerings quickly satisfied 


the inquiry. The close was uncertain, 
with a moderate recovery expected by 
experienced traders. City lard closed 
at 9% @9%sc. per pound and prime West- 
ern at 10.20c. Compound lard was low- 
er, with sellers asking 8c. for car lots 
and 8c. for smaller parcels. 


Chicago Lard Market. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, April 30, 1914. 
New low prices for the season were touched 


by lard at Chicago this week and final quota- 
tions were at a net decline of 27%@32%c. for 


the week. Liquidation by holders at a time 
when the market was without reliable sup- 
port caused the break in values, and there 
were no rallies of consequence recorded for 


the reason that no buying power developed, ex- 
cept at the extreme decline. Even then the 
buying was solely for profit taking and had not 
sufficient force to bring about any material 
rally in values. Higher prices of grains dur- 
ing the earlier part of the week under review 
had no noticeable effect on the market, while 
prices were easily susceptible to bearish pres- 
sure induced by the declining tendency of prices 
of live hogs. Receipts of the latter made a 
smaller total than the preceding week’s run, 
and were the second smallest of the season, 
but packers filled their orders at cheaper prices 
and the outside demand showed considerable 
shrinkage, due probably to unseasonable warm 
weather. At the reduced prices, foreign de- 
mand for lard showed a little improvement, 
and exports for the week were increased to 
7,505,000 pounds, against 6 153,000 pounds the 
preceding week. They were still 1,670,000 
pounds short of shipments to foreign shores 
the corresponding week last year, however, 
and the character of the buying was not suffi- 
ciently urgent to offset the bearish features 
developed on domestic account. A slight im- 
provement was noted in the Southern consump- 
tive demand for lard, and shipments for the 
week aggregated 3,936,000 pounds. This and 
the deficit in receipt of hogs was partly offset 
by an increase of 8 pounds in the average 
weight of the animals received, the average 
for the week being 235 pounds, compared with 
252 pounds the preceding week an! 444 pounds 
a year ago. The expectancy is tpat the offi- 


cial monthly report will show further liberal 
accumulation of lard in store, as shipments 
for some time past have fallen short of the 


outward movement for the corresponding time 
last year, Expectations are also for heavy 
deliveries on May contract at the opening of 
the month, and longs appear anxious to even 
up their trades before the maturing of con- 
tracts.

report that the almost invariable presence 
of resins in the brown lignites and in the 
sub-bituminous ranks of coal and empha- 


sizes ihe part played by the resin, which 
in some coals is very abundant, in con- 
tributing to the heating power of these 
fuels. A careful examination of most of 
these coals will generally reveal lumps of 
resin that are visibe to the maked eye. 
The coals mined in some localities con- 
tain abundant large lumps of resin, some 
as large as walnuts In places the glis- 
tening, amber-like resin forms a large 
part of the coal. Beautiful samples of 
this surt are found in some of the coal 
beds of the Philippine Islands. The 
imount of resin in microscopic particles 
is vastly greater than that in lumps vis- 
ible to the naked eye.

Probably the most significant decline 


has been in the Pennsylvania oils by 
twenty cents, This establishes the 
market for the first grades at $2.00, the 


lowest point since the sharp flurry 
early last year terminating in a $2.50 
level. A $2 basis has been freely an- 


ticipated by operators on the late de- 


velopments, but they have been hope- 
ful that a $2 market could be main- 
tained, which will afford a fairly en- 
couraging basis for further field work. 
A good part of the work which had 
been planned before the first indica- 
tions of the reaction will undoubtedly 
be continued, and unless further de- 
clines are experienced, the territory 
promising wells of consequence is likely 
to command continued development. 
The market setback, however, may be 
more reflected in the fields that are 
capable of producing only light pump- 
ing wells. Overproduction in the mid- 
continent and Southern fields has be- 
come the accepted factor for the sharp 
brak in crude values, but coupled with 
this has been associated the backward 
markets for the different refined prod- 
ucts, of which there is said to be more 
or less of a congestion in the leading 
distributing centers. Of interest in this 
connection is the official record of ex- 
ports of petroleum and its products for 
March and nine months of the current 
fiscal year, with comparisons for the 
same periods of last year, as indicated

The week’s review of operations in 
the Eastern fields shows no effect of 
the crude market, as a material gain 


in completions and new production is 
noted. As we have already indicated, 
much of the new work in progress was 
undertaken before the first break in the 
crude market. The current summary 
shows 226 completions, 4,965 barrels of 
new daily production, and 72 dry holes, 
comparing with 206 completions, 3,726 
barrels of new daily production, and 
78 dry holes for the former week. The 
more favorable showing in new wells 
applied only to West Virginia and Illi- 
Southeastern Ohio, Kentucky and 


nois;: 

the Lima fields registered a decline, 
while Pennsylvania was on the same 
basis as previously. The new produc- 
tion comparison was more favorable, 
increases being noted in West Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, the Lima fields and 
Illinois, with Pennsylvania and South- 
eastern Ohio showing the only dis- 


paragement. The most creditable com- 
pletion of the week in the high-zgrade 
fields was a well in the Sardis district 
of Harrison county, which was report- 


ed good for 360 barrels the first 
twenty-four hours after agitation. A 
well of exceptional capacity, based on 
late results, was drilled in Kanawha 
county, producing 235 barrels the first 
twenty-four hours. Monongalia county 


contributed a 110-barrel well, the best 
strike in recent months. Several wells 
above the average were drilled in the 
Southeastern Ohio fields during the 
week. Perry county furnished two 
century or better producers, while a 
well in Hocking county came in at the 
rate of about 125 barrels per day. Con- 
siderable new work is reported in the 
southwest extension, part of it being 
of a wildcat character. 

The most favorable 
week's review of the 
Northwestern Ohio and 
gain in new production in Indiana 
While the Sullivan district continues 
the most active and is the mainstay of 
the new production, the late wells are 
of a generally lighter capacity, indicat- 
ing that the persistent drilling is having 
more of an effect upon the pay sands.

In the Texas-Louisiana fields drilling 
has been handicapped by heavy rains 
as well as by the demoralized state of 
the crude market.

The decline in new production was 
more than porportionate to the loss in 
completions. The heaviest new produc- 
tion decrease was in the Gulf Coast 
fields, although this section contributed 
the only gusher of the week, a 2,00u 
barrel well in the Sour Lake district. 
The most creditable showing was in 
the Louisianna fields. both completions 


and new production scoring a marked 
increase. 

A state of depression 
settled over the mid-continent fields, 
although there is as yet no evidence of 
abatement in operations. 

Cushing looms up as the most for- 
midable factor, and with the bringing 
in of more than 100 wells in course of 
drilling, there is apparently no prospect 
for early relief from continued over- 
production. The output of the Cushing 
pool is now about 65,000 barrels a day, 
of which 50,000 barrels are in storage 
in earthen tanks. It is estimated that 
about 5,000 barrels are going to waste 
every day. On the present prospects, 
based on the continued activity of drill- 
ing a daily production of 150,000 barrels 
by summer is not an improbable reali- 
zation. The week’s record shows the 
usual number of completions at Cush- 
ing, ranging in capacity from 1,700 to 
2500 barrels a day. A record well has 
been reported in the Healdton field 
during the week, coming in at 200

barrels an hour. The field has ninety- 
eight producing wells with a daily out- 
put of close to 20,000 barrels. The New- 
kirk pool is the scene of abated drill- 
Ing, on account of the lack of market- 
ing facilities.

REFINED PRODUCTS, 


IXxxpectations that the market for the 
refined products woud yield to the con- 
tined depression in the crude situation 
have not been realized during the week, 
at least so far as any tangible develop- 


ments have been traced. The general 
tone of the refined markets, however, 
reflects an abatement of confidence in 


prevailing values, not only on account 
of the crude unsettlement, but also as 
a result of general trading conditions, 
which have been instrumental in a ma- 
terial accumulation of refined stocks. 
In several of the leading refining quar- 
ters it is maintained that present prices 
are but a fair reflection of intrinsic 
values, and that refiners should be able 
to profit by the decline in crude as 
tending to malance the scale of profits 
against the failure of the refined mar- 
kets to afford equable returns during 
the period of high crude cost. Trading 
in the illuminant product has followed 
rather conservative lines during the in- 
terval. Consumption, on the whole, is 
of a diminishing volume at this season. 


The export movement has comprised 
slightly larger proportions, 10,835,600

This brings the total since January 1 
to 30,214,220 gallons, while 30,806,305 gal- 
lons carried the corresponding period 
of last year.

Refiners in the 
local trade declare that crude values 
have not yet reached a level to justify 
any reduction in the lubricants, par- 
ticularly as the market for the latter 
failed to reflect commensurately the 
sharp appreciation in crude early last 
year. According to the official record 
the country’s exports of lubricating 
oils for March were 16,111,524 gallons 
($2,257,889), comparing with 11,973,955 
gallons ($1,766,284) for February, and 
21,522,307 gallons ($2,952,035) for March, 
1913.

TEXAS-LOUISIANA PETROLEUM 
FIELDS. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Port Arthur, Texas, April 29, 1914. 


A review of the Southwest petroleum fields, 
comprising the Gulf Coast regions of Southeast- 
ern Texas and Southern Louisiana, the Pan- 
handle fields of Northern Texas and the Caddo 
fields of Northern Louisiana, for the week 
shows a decline in finished work, which was 
expected on account of the heavy rains that 
prevailed, inundating much of the oil territory 
and making it almost impossible for any work 
to speak of. The most noted slump in work 
finished was in the Panhandle field, in the 
Electra division, where but one well was 
drilled where there is usually from half a dozen 
up. The possibilities of war and other condi- 
tions, like a declining market, also have a 
certain effect upon new work, 

Texas oil operators are more perturbed than 
for years. The statements go that crude oil 
prices have been cut in less than half, and 
the pipe lines are smply swamped with pro- 
duction. The sudden and unprecedented pro- 
duction in Texas and Oklahoma is declared to 
be shutting out the Mexican supply, and quo- 
tations have been lowered to 45 cents per bar- 
rel, which is the cost of production, the oil 
operators claim. The Guffey Company is said 
to be the only company taking production in 
the Humble and some other of the Texas pools. 
Earthen tanks, long ago discarded are being 
reconstructed with a view to conservation of 
the supply, despite the great waste such meth- 
ods involve. The only oil men now declared 
to be realizing anything now are those who 
have term contracts for all production at $1 
per barrel. Very few of the Southwest opera- 
tors can see any relief from conditions, and 
opiinons are that it will be some time before 
the pipe lines will be able to handle the out- 
put. Under the law, when the pipe line ca- 
pacity is reached, it becomes obligatory to 
pro rata the amount of oil that can be handled 
among the various wells. 

A complication may arise also from the 
building of earth tanks to hold the excess 
supply. This method, which it is announced 
is being used in the Gulf Coast regions, is 
not expected to be followed so much in the 
Panhandle and Caddo fields, where the crude 
petroleum is much lighter and subject to 
heavy evaporation if stored in that way. The 
present condition is merely one smilar to that 
occurring from time to time in the oil business. 

The credit balance market is still on the 
drop, and it looks as though it had not reached 
the bottom price as yet. The Producers’ Pipe 
Line Company, handling the production in the 
Goose Creek field, has lowered the price to 45 





cents per barrel. The Texas Company has 
posted new prices as follows:—Jennings, Vin- 
ton, Markham, Sour Lake and Humble, 50 
cents per barrel. 

The Sun Company's quotations are:—Batson, 
Spindletop and Saratoga, 50 cents; Dayton, 45 
cents; Humble green, 45 cents, and Humble 
black, 40 cents. 

The Gulf Refining Company’s figures are:— 
Sour Lake, 45 cents; Spindletop, 55 cents; Ed- 
gerly, Vinton, Batson, and Saratoga, 50 cents. 

No new wildcat work is starting, and there 
will hardly be any done to speak of after the 
present drilling wells are finished, until the 
market values look more staple. The lowering 
of the market does not come from the wildcat 
work, but from the drilling in territory that 
has been defined and known to be gusher terri- 
tory.

in price. IHinois oil operators were having 
considerable success with a good market after 
producing a lot of crude below the dollar mark, 
but at that time better wells were in evidence 
than at this time. The year 1913 was the best

MID-CONTINENT OIL FIELD.

When more than a week passed without a 
reduction in the price of crude oil mid-conti- 
nent producers began to breathe easier in the 
belief that bottom had been reached. With the 
opening of this week, however, their hopes 
were found to be false, for the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company posted a notice of another 5-cent 
cut, leaving the price at S80 cents. 

While work in hand is being finished, and 
there is no present evidence of abatement in 
operations, a condition of depression has set- 
tled over the field. A realization of what 
might happen at Cushing when the more than 
ene hundred wells drilling are brought in, 
makes the outlook for this summer anything 
but bright. A daily production of 150,000 bar- 
rels is looked for at Cushing before the summer 
has advanced very far. It is not to be expected 
that the Cushing operators, who played a los- 
ing game for some months, will long postpone 
the reaping of their harvest. The output in 
that pool is now about 65,000 barrels. Fully 
30,000 barrels of oil is in storage in earth 
tanks. Five thousand barrels go to waste 
daily down the creeks. Law suits involving the 
question of ownership of impounded oil are be- 
ing commenced. Material for steel tanks is be- 
ing rushed to the field, and onough tankage 
has been contracted for to hold 5,000,000 barrels 
of oil. The Cushing field now covers an area 
of ten miles long by five miles wide, and em- 
braces 30,000 acres of land. There is nothing 
so far to indicate that the entire territory 
is not as prolific as that already developed, 
for the wells have been of much the same char- 
acter from one end to the other. Cushing is 
probably the greatest high grade oil pool in 
the world. In addition to its oil, it has a 
present production of natural gas amounting to 
half a billion cubic feet a day. Wells with 
a volume of 50,000,000 cubic feet and a rock 
pressure of 1,540 pounds have been drilled. 

The week's record shows about the usual 
number of completions at Cushing, the produc- 
tion ranging up to 2,500 barrels for each well, 
and none of those drillled in showing for less 
than 1,700 barrels. In several instances wells 
have been drilled until the sand was struck, 
then shut down until the tankage being pro- 
vided is ready. 

The past week has produced a record break- 
ing well in the Healdton field. It belongs to 
Westheimer & Daube, and is in section 9-4-5 














It came in at 200 barrels an hour, the hole 
having over a hundred feet of sand. The 
owners recently refused $1,500 an acre for 


their lease of 30 acres. Plans are On foot to 
provide a greater outlet for the Healdton oil, 
and the near future will undoubtedly see better 
market conditions there. The price of Heald- 
ton oil is now 40 cents a barrel. The Healdton 
Refinery Company of Ardmore, which is build- 
ing a plant, has contracted for its entire output 
and will use 3,000 barrels of crude daily. The 
Coline Oil Company has ordered a_55,000-bar- 
rel tank, and the Twin State Oil Company is 
building considerable earthen tankage. 

Among the late completions at Healdton the 
Twin State Oil Company’s No. 2, on the Mullin 
farm, section 4-4-3, came in at 500 barrels, 
and the Humble-Gypsy well, in section 9-4-3 
produced 800 barrels the first twelve hours.

Much test drilling in new localities is under 
way, but results are not yet apparent in com-

pleted work and late returns are confined to 
the older producing districts of Eastern Ken- 
tucky. Probably eighteen counties widely 


tested for petroleum ex- 
clusive of the half dozen districts where de- 
velopments have been established for a num- 
ber of years past. What effect declining prices 
will have on a continuation of advance work 
is not known. Most of the drilling is for deep 
oil in locations regarding which little is known, 
and it is feared that any considerable drop in 
erude oil quotations will put a check on this 
class of development. The advance operators 
are spending many thousands of. dollars in 


scattered are being 





purely experimental drilling, and with the lack 
of high prices there will not be much incen- 
tive for pushing the work of the drill. 

Late results from the leading districts of 
Eastern Kentucky indicate a gradual picking 
up in developments. Five new completions 
have been made im Wayne county, all in the 
limits of production. The Griffin pool con- 
tributed two new oilers, one making thirty 
barrels daily and another being in the ten- 
barrel class. Other completions for the week 
were small pumpers. The five defined pools 
of Wayne county have not been thoroughly 
drilled over, and developments are generally 
restricted to districts which are pretty cer- 
tain to yield producers. Most of the drilling 
in Eastern Kentucky is now centered in the 
Griffin, Cooper, Denny and Mount Pisgah pools

The Galizische Karpathen Petroleum Gegell- 
schaft’s well, Tloka No. 18, has increased its 
production and now yields 700 tons a day. It is 
probable that this increase in production wil 
have as a consequence a falling off in the 
Galician crude oil price. Besides, this extraor- 
dinary production goes to prove once more that 
Tustanowice can reserve many a surprise. 

The drop of the crude oil price has caused the 
negotiations for a combine between the Aus- 
trian and Hungarian refineries to be abandoned 
for the time being. The refineries expect a fur- 
ther falling off in price and abstain from buy- 
ing, remembering the time when crude oil was 
selling 0.80 kronen per 100 kilos and prices for 
products being high, large profits could be ob- 
tained. But those times will never returr 
again, 


GALICIAN WELL DEVELOPMENTS. 

Boryslaw.—The well Mary I of the firm 

Waterkeyn Company, located in the village 
Operka, at the utmost boundary west of Bory- 
slaw, showed at a depth of 412 meters, cased 
with nine inch, strong traces of oil. About 10 
tons of oil was obtained in twenty-four hours 
by bailing. The same firm sank a second well, 
Mary II, on the same land leased from the 
Lindenheim property. 
_The Galizische Naphtha-Aktien Gesellschaft, 
Galicia’s well No. III, was 1,487 meters deep, 
with 4-inch casing, in sandstone. The pro- 
duction is of 7,500 kilos a day. The same com- 
pany’s No. 8 was 1,181 meters deep, with 5-inch 
casing, in sandstone. Their No. 14 was 1,294 
meters deep, with 6-inch casing, in sandstone. 
The output is of 40 tons a day. The same com- 
pany’s No. 15 was 877 meters deep, with 9-inch 
casing, in clay. The well, Ural II, was 1,192 
meters deep, with 6-inch casing. The produc- 
tion is 5,000 kilos a day. The well Vanderbergh 
was 460 meters deep, with 10-ineh casing. 

Tustanowice.—The Gelizische Naphtha Aktien- 
Gesellschaft Galicia’s well No. 1 was 1,384 
meters deep, with 4-inch casing, in sandstone. 
The same company’s well Julius was 1,200 me- 
ters deep, with 5-inch casing, in sandstone. 
Their well William I was 1,218 meters deep, 
with 4-inch casing, in sandstone. The produc- 
tion is 5,000 kilos a day. Their well William 
II was 1,260 meters deep, with 56-inch casing, 
in sandstone. The production is of 5,000 kilos 
a day. The same company’s well Alfred was 
1,145 meters deep, with 4-inch casing, in sand- 
stone. The output is of 45 tons a day. Their 
well Tadensz I, was 1,219 meters deep, with 5- 
inch casing, in sandstone. ‘The production is 
of 35 tons a day. Their well Kamilla was 
1,285 meters deep. of which 987 meters cased 
with 5-inch in sandstone. ‘Their well Antont 
I was 1,659 meters deep, with 4-inch casing, in 
green slate. Well Antoni II, of the same 
company, was 1,282 meters deep, with 4-inch 
casing, in sandstone. The. production is of 10 
tons a day. The same company’s well Ernst 
was 1,469 meters deep, with 5-inch casing, in 
sandstone. The production is of 5,000 kilos a 
day. Well Rudolf was 1,574 meters deep, with 
5-inch casing, in sandstone. The production is 
of 2,500 kilos a day. 

The well Morgan I, owned by an English 
syndicate, was completed and now yields 15 
tons a day by bailing. The Galitzische Kar- 
pahten-Aktien Gesellschaft brought in their 
well No. XV, located in the same region where, 
some months ago, their No. XVIII and XIX 
were completed with good yields. The well 
came in at a depth of 1,418 meters, with 5-inch 
casing, and had produced 10 tons of oil mixed 
with water, but being drilled deeper it now 
yields 50 tons of oil a day. The Premier Pe- 
troleum Gesellschaft’s well, Dorrit VI, was 
eased with 5-inch. The production is of 
about 80 tons a day by bailing. 

The Triumph Petroleum Geselischaft’s well, 
Maria Theresia IV, was 1,305 meters deep, 
with a daily output of about 25 tons. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY’S FOREIGN TRADE 
IN PRODUCTS OF THE MINERAL OIL 
INDUSTRY DURING THE YEAR 1913. 
According to the official reports of the Min- 
istry of Industry and Commerce the imports of 
mineral oil products into Austria-Hungary for 
1913 amounted to 51,183 tons, as compareda 
with 29,763 tons for the foregoing year, the 
increase being 11,420 tons. The value of the 
imports was of 9,800,000 kronen for 1913, as 
compared with 7,100,000 kronen for 1912. The 
increase of imports was especially in crude 
mineral oils, refined oil, benzine and light min- 
eral oil, while the imports of paraffine showed 
a decline. While the import of mineral oil 
products into Austria-Hungary in 1913 was on 
the increase, the exports showed a substantial 
decline as compared with 1912. The total of 
the exports for 1913 amounted to 589,168 tons, 
as compared with 664,956 tons for 1912, the de- 





crease being 125,793 tons. The value of the 
exported quantities was of 85,000,000 kronen 


for 1913, as compared with 
for the foregoing year.

Philadelphia, April 30, 1914. 

Exports of petroleum in bulk for the 
past week totaled 6,079,723 galons, and 
comprised the cargoes of three steam- 
ships. This brings the bulk exports of 
petroleum for the year thus far up to 
63,098,658 gallons. During the same period 
in 1913 the total bulk exports totaled §81,- 
547,967 gallons,

Before the Saxon Monarch was permit- 
ted to clear at the Custom House for 
Hong Kong, her master, Captain Walker, 
was compelled to pay a fine of $1,240 for 
having contraband opium on board. The 
opium was found on the person of the 
Chinese steward of the ship. There was 
no evidence that the captain knew of the 
presence of the contraband drug, but the 


government held that he should have 
known and the fines prescribed by the 
act of Congress were imposed.

Trouble in the oil fields of Mexico has 
greatly curtailed shipments of oil to this 
port, and no vessels have arrived from 
the south for several weeks. Reports 
from Tampico fields indicate that no dam- 
age has been done the plants there by 
conflicting armies, but that many of the 
Americans in that section hove sought 
safety within the American lines.

Heavy Receipts of Mexican Oil at New 
York. 


There have been arrivals of 200,000 bar- 
rels of crude Mexican petroleum from 
Tuxpam at the local port during the week 
by the tank sieamers San Gregorio and 
San Isidoro, in the service of the Eagle 
Oil Company. Each vessel brought 100,000 
barrels, practically full capacity. The 
San Gregorio’s cargo was for the Stand- 
ard Gil Company of New Jersey, which 
received 60,000 barrels on the San Isidoro; 
40,000 barrels on the latter went to the 
Standard Oil Company of New York. The 
Eagle Oil Company has extensive plants 
and facilities for making shipments at 
Tuxpam, and the troubles in Mexico have 


had little effect so far upon the regular 
course of the company’s business. Tam- 


pico is another leading outlet for oil, but 
shipments from this port have been se- 
riously impeded since the outbreak of 
hostilities. T'wo of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany’s tank vessels, Mohawk and Tecum- 
seh, are maintaining their service with 
Tuxpam, each having a capacity of 40,000 
barrels. . Their comparatively light draft 
permits them greater facility in loading 
under existing conditions in Mexico than 
is enjoyed by the heavier tankers. While 
arrivals of crude Mexican oil here are of 
regular occurrence, the receipt of 200,000 
barrels within a couple of days has at- 
tracted particular interest in view of the 


unsettlement of business conditions in 
the country, and has been accepted in 
some quarters as indicating more of a 


disposition on the part of the producing 
companies to expedite shipments in the 
fear of a more critical culmination of af- 
fairs. The oil is generally of a heavy as- 
phaltum base, containing relatively small 
proportions of the illuminant and naphtha 
products. It has a big outlet as a road 


oil. 

Late advices from Mexico report that 
the ordinary difficulty of caring for the 
output of the great oi] wells has been 


accentuated by late developments, and 
that many thousand barrels are going to 
waste daily. Fear has been expressed 
that a deluge of oil may be carried to the 
river, endangering the adjoining property. 
A report from Washington is in effect 
that the State Department has appealed 
to the Constitutionalists in that vicinity to 
agree to a neutralization of the territory, 
including the oi] fields and tanks. The 
Lritish Legation in the City of Mexico is 
making an effort to induce General 
Huerta to join in this scheme of protec- 
tion. It was reported, late in the week, 
that the Constitutionalists were not will- 
ing to make an agreement in regard to 
the neutralization of the oil zone, but 
they declared that the operators could 
return to work without being molested.

New Milk Pasteurizing Process. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, May 1, 1914. 


In view of the fact that the officials 
of the Department of Agriculture have 
just completed some statistics regarding 
the process of pasteurizing milk, interest 
attaches to a report which comes from 
that part of the Dominion of Canada. 
The description of this new pasteurizing 
process is as follows:— 


A milk-treating plant has been opened at 
Clayburn in the heart of the fertile Matsqui 
Prairie district. Its product will supply the 
Vancouver market. Milk and cream will be 
treated and butter made. The initial capacity 
of the plant is 1,000 gallons daily, which will 
be ultimately increased to 5,000 gallons. The 
Laurentia process is used. Milk received must 
contain at least 3.6 per cent. butter fate. 

The milk is first passed through a fine sieve 
and then heated, after being tested for acidity 
and butter fat. This is to facilitate its 
passage through the clarifier, which removes 
all impurities. It is then pasteurized at a 
temperature of from 155 to 165 degrees. This 
process arrests the development of acid in the 
milk and destroys the bacteria. 

The milk then passes into the ‘‘homegenizer,’’ 
one of the most important processes in the 
Laurentia treatment. Here it is forced under 
a pressure of 3,500 pounds through tinytubes 
into an agate and bronze device, which grinds 
each separate globule of butter fat into tiny 
particles and makes the liquid of the same 
consistency throughout. It is then ready for 
cooling, and bottling or canning. The steriliz- 
ing is done after the fluid has been sealed. 

The most up-to-date appliances are used and 
everything is arranged from a hygienic point 
of view All the machines are electrically 
driven. The manufacturers claim that the va- 
vious prceosses through which the milk passes 
destroy absolutely all bacteria, preserve the 
product, materially improve its digestive 
properties, and leave its nutritive values and 
flavor unimpaired. In the hermetically sealed 
bottles and cans the milk will keep in per- 
fect condition for years, and when opened Will 
not deteriorate as quickly as the ordinary 
product

fi.gers in twelve-pound boxes. At the 
Amsterdam auction, to be held on May 
5, offerings will consist of 224 tons, of 
which 69 tons will be Van Houten’s A; 
100 tons, Van Houten’s B, and 55 tons, 
Blooker’s. According to a decision 
rendered on April 29 by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, in the case of 
the Traffic Bureau of Knoxville, Tenn., 
against the Louisville & Nashville and 
other railroads, the rating on this arti- 
cle, shipped in bags and bales, is not 
to exceed first class in the Southern 
Classification. The rating hitherto 
given to this commodity was one and 
one-half times first class. The new 
rating is to be effective June 15. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission also 
held on this occasion that a rating of 
first class on this article, when shipped 
in boxes and barrels, is not unreason- 
able. 

CODLIVER OIL.—Although Norwe- 
gian refiners have recently stiffened 
their quotations for this oil, after offer- 
ing the new crop output on a basis of 
$15.50 f. o. b. Norway, and are now gen- 
erally declining to sell under $16 f. o. b. 
Norway, New York importers continue 
to offer spot stocks of some brands as 
low as $16.50, and even as low as $16, 
though asking up to $18 for other 
brands. Latest cabled advices from our 
correspondent in Aalesund state that 
the total yield for all Norway to date 
has amounted to 46,043 hectoliters, of 
which 9,619 hectoliters have been ob- 
tained from the Lofoten Islands, where 
all fishing and oil pressing and re- 
fining has ceased for the season, while 
2,787 hectoliters have been obtained 
from the Finmarken district. TEarly in 
the week, the returns on the fishing 
and oil yield to date showed the fish 
catch for all Norway to be 61,400,000 
fish, as compared with 44,800,000 fish 
for the corresponding period of last 
year, while the oil yield for all Norway 
was stated to be 39,690 barrels, as com- 
pared with 22,285 barrels for the corre- 
sponding period of 1913. The fish catch 
in the Lofoten region was then report- 
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ed as amounting to 11,700,000 fish, as 
compared with 10,200,000 fish for the 
Similar period of last year, and the oil 
yield in that region was set forth as 
reaching 8,292 barrels, as compared 
with 5,200 barrels for the corresponding 
period of 1913.

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The same feeling of hesitancy and 
uncertainty continues to characterize 
the industrial situation. The Mexican 
crisis seems to have further checked 
activity, and reports from various 
branches of industry reveal little that 


can be termed encouraging. Steel, 
copper and other important metal 
prices have been reduced without 


much response from buyers, and there 
appears to be no initiative on the part 
of consumers. It is generally admitted 
there is no lack of soundness to busi- 
ness conditions, but the spirit of enter- 
prise seems to be subdued. There is 
little demand for capital at present, 
and speculation in the securities mar- 
ket is limited. Stock values are fol- 
lowing an uncertain course, and the 
trend, while irregular, appears down- 
ward, 

It is unlikely that the 220 sharehold- 
ers of the International Smelting and 
Refining Company will object, at the 
special stockholders’ meeting on May 
26, to entering the Anaconda fold on 
the basis of 3.3 shares of Anaconda in 
exchange for each of International 
Smelting and Refining stock held.

The active shipping movement of 
mixed goods to Southern consumers 
has spent its force and the fertilizer 
trade is now quiet. Demand for raw 
materials is slow at present and this 
is having the effect of bringing selling 
pressure to bear upon consumers with 
the result that market values for most 


materials is lower. May and June are 
not active months in the fertilizer 
trade and are willing to grant 
concessions in order to obtain shipping

Nitrate of 
soda has sold at reduced prices this 
week, both for spot and futures. This 
material is influenced not only by the 
quiet consuming demand, but also is 
affected by the statistical position on 
the West Coast.

an important market factor and is not 
favorable to higher prices as long as 
competing nitrogenous materials are 
low in price. Dried blood and tankage 
have followed the lead of the above 
named articles and while stocks are 
not large holders have been of- 
fering more at attractive prices to 
stomulate interest of consumers. Un- 
til recently these animal ammoni- 
ates were held at higher prices for 
shipments than for spot, but this 
is now reversed, and while open 


quotations for summer shipment are 
hard to establish it is certain that buy- 
ers can obtain concessions from the 
spot figure. Elsewhere in this issue 
will be found an account of fires at 
Baltimore which destroyed two large 
fertilizer plants during the week. For 


reports on the Baltimore, Chicago and 
Atlanta fertilizer markets refer to in- 
dex on page 23. Detailed reports on 


the separate articles of the local mar- 
ket follow:— 
NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 

CYANAMID. — Manufacturers report 
that sales of cyanamid involving large 
amounts have been made for shipment 
during May and June. A limited ton- 
nage is still being offered for delivery 
during those months on a basis of 
$2.20 per unit of ammonia c.a.f. New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore and oth- 
er Northern points. Contracts provid- 
ing for regular monthly deliveries of 
carloads and upwards over the period 
to May, 1915, are also reported to have 
been made. The price quoted by first 
hands for the latter position is $2.25 
per unit of ammonia f. 0. b. works. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE. 
The slower demand for dried blood has 





brought about an easier tone to the 
market and sales this week have been 
on a lower pri level. Dried blood 


for prompt delivery has changed hands 
at $3.20 f. o. b. Chicago and it is stated 
that some sellers have been willing to 
cut this figure on shipments during the 


summer months. High grade tankage 
is in a similar position to dried blood 
and the market price this week de- 
clined to $3 and 10 in Chicago with 
later shipments obtainable on a still 
lower basis, although sellers are not 


openly cutting prices for deferred de- 


liveries. The weakness in the market 
for these animal ammoniates is at- 
tributed entirely to the falling off in 


consuming demand which is to be ex- 
pected at this time of year. 

FISH SCRAP.—It is a little too early 
to look for developments in the mar- 
ket for fish scrap and trading is still 
of a minor character. As prices and 
stocks available are a matter of the 
catch of menhaden the progress of the 
fishing season will be awaited with 
considerable interest by those who 
were forced to pay high prices for their 
material this year. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—There has 
been only a limited call for nitrate of 
soda this week and manufacturers are 
not yet ready to anticipate future 
wants. The feature of the market has 
been a tendency of sellers to offer 
lower prices in order to stimulate buy- 
ers to take hold. The spot quotation is 
easier and material is reported to have 
been offered at $2.22% per 100 pounds 
with delivery from July forward avail- 
able at $2.15. The market on the West 
Coast is easy and prompt shipment is 
quoted at 7s. 6d. per quintal. Demand 
from the Continent not active, and 
unless production in Chile is curtailed 
there does not seem to be anything 
in sight to cause higher prices, and pro- 
duction at present is too large for con- 
sumin~ demands. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA, An 
easier tone also has been in evidence 
in the market for sulphate of anmonia 
during the interval. Manufactur 
mixed fertilizers are at the end of their 
active shi~ping season and are not

ALBUMEN.—Considerable quantities 
of egg albumen have been withdrawn

30th the leather 
and textile trades are taking good 


quantities of albumen and the market 
preserves a steady tone. Imports of 
blood albumen from Hamburg were re- 
ported this week and domestic grades 
of the latter are moving seasonably. 
Values are quoted at 40@70c. per pound 
for egg albumen, according to grade, 
and 19@25c. per pound for blood albu- 
men. 
BICHROMATES.—The 
consumers of bichromate 
placed contracts some time ago cov- 
ering their wants over the year are 
receiving supplies at the full contract 
price of 4%c. per pound. Many con- 
sumers are covered at this price over 
the whole of 1915. Competition among 
sellers is still rather keen, but those 
who were leaders in establishing lower 
prices last year are trying to keep val- 
ues on a firm basis now. In some quar- 
ters it is stated that sales made at 
444c. were very close to producing costs, 
and this quotation was reached because 
certain manufacturers were carrying 
large stocks for which they could find 
no outlet, and they were forced to make 
sacrifices in order to get rid of their 
holdings. At present these producers 
are said to hold only normal stocks and 
hence are not obliged to adopt such 
drastic selling methods as were in evi- 
dence a short time ago. The market 
price is not stable, however, as sales 
are reported at different prices, but in 
general the market is very close to the 
4%c. level. Bichromate of potash shows 
no new features and prices are well 
maintained at 6%c. per pound and small 
lots are commanding higher figures.

The Technical and Economic Problem 
of Glycerine in Soap Making 


The soapmaker can use the fatty 
substances of glycerine in two ways:— 
first, by separating the sub-lyes, either 
by working them directly or simply 
by selling them; second, by proceeding 
with the separation of the fatty mat- 
ters before saponification, by working 
the glycerinous liquid or selling it. 
The soapmaker can likewise use direct- 
ly the fatty acids as his raw material, 
and in this way the lowest price of the 
latter substances represents approxi- 
mately the profit that he might obtain 
by selling the glycerine. 

The glycerine extracted from the 
sub-iyes is considerably less pure than 
that obtained by the separation of the 
fatty matters, and ought to be sold at 
a lower price, says a writer in ‘Les 
Matiéres Grasses.” If one takes into 
consideration the fact that on an aver- 
age it requires 120 kilograms of fatty 
matters, giving 190 kilograms of soap 
to obtain 10 kilograms of pure glyce- 
rine, it will be that the differencs 
between the price of glycerine result- 
ing from saponification and that of gly- 
cerine obtained from the _ sub-lyes, 
which amounts at most to 14 centimes 
(a trifle less than 3 cents) per kilogram 
of pure glycerine, has only a relative 
importance. 

In the separation of fatty matte:s 
the author, basing his assertions 
personal experiments, states that yiel!s

of 11 per cent. of crude glycerine and 
95 to 96 per cent. of dry fatty acids 
from palm oil and 8 to 9 per cent. of 
glycerine from cotton or groundnut oil 


should be considered as very satisfac- 
tory. The price of the of 
separation varies between 25 cents and 
65 cents, without taking into account 
the expenses of supervision, amortiza- 
tion, purification, refining and general 
expenses, which bring the price 
up to $1.15 per 100 kilograms of fatty 
substances If figures a yield of 
less than 8 or 9 p cent. of glycerine 
it will be seen that its cost will amount 
to $8.45 to $12.45 per quintal. Tne differ- 
ence between these figures and $25 to 
$30 represents the net profits on the 
sale of the product. The products of 
separation are all the more profitable 
because they permit one to obtain fatty 
acids in almost the theoretical quanti- 
ties (95 per cent.), fatty acids which 
produce as much soap as the neutral 
acids from which they are derived. 
The condition of the glycerine mar- 
ket has a much greater importance 
than is generally believed in determin- 
ing which method of extraction should 
be given the preference.

of the Union Oil Company at par. Of this 
amount $5,000,000 will be paid August 1 next.

March Oil Report. 

New records were established in the Cali 
fornia fields in March Both the production 
and the deliveries were larger than for any 
month in the history of the business, but the 





gain in deliveries so far outstripped the gain in 
production that the overproduction for the 





month has again been reduced to virtually 
zero. The gain in shipments is no doubt due, 
as stated heretofore, to the fact that many 
of the large consumers permit their sto to 
run down during February in anticipation of 
the tax assessment on March 1, and during 
March replenish their supply again, although 


it is noted that foreign shipments were aug- 
mented last month also, due to the availabil- 
ity of several new tank steamers, which were 


recently placed in commission. So it is not 
probable that these figures, so far as deliveries 
are concerned, will be maintained. There is 
still an overproduction of probably 10,000 bar 


rels a day, and this in face of the fact that 
there is vet a shut-in production in the Kern 
River and Coalinga fields of 14,000 barrels a 
day For the three months ending March 31 
the apparent daily surplus of production in 


shipments amounts to 11,500 barrels 
This overproduction has been maintained while
